AVhy is it that the quota of 
this district is larger than that of the Mil- 
waukee district, who<je quota ha? always 
been larger than ours, and which has a 
greater number of men liable to military 
duty than this diatrict ? la it because idi- 
nts, drafted men, commutation men, dead 
mi'n, pon-ons who havo been in the service 
for throo y«'iir,<, and men who have phys- 
ical defoch that render them permanently 
unlit for military service, have been strick- 
ou from the enrollment in tho Milwaukee 
dirtrict, while in thin suoh men havf> been 
permitted to remain upon tho enroll- 
ment and to be counted in the estimate 
upon which our quota is based ? Is it for 
this that our quota is unjustly nwelled 
from 1(50 men to 2IS men? Should this 
city bo compelled to rai«o this extra 53 
men, and a bounty for them of §10,000, 
nimply through what seenn to be an error 
on tho part of some one. Wo understand 
that it is claimed that there was no au- 
thority in this district for striking from 
the enrollment the name:* of idiots, dead 
men and the other classes above mentioned.

thrown away; the very part which gives 
aonudnoss to the teeth, aud strength tj the 
bones, and vigor to the brain. Five hun- 
dred pounds of fiao flour give to tho body 
thirty pounds of tho bony element; while 
tho same quantity of bran gives ono hun- 
dred and twenty-five pounds! This b>>ne 
is " lime," tho phosphate lime, tho indis- 
pensable element of health to tho whulo 
human body, from tho want of the natu- 
ral supply of which multitudes of persons 
go into n Rcneral "decline." But owal- 
Imving " phosphates " in tho shape of pow- 
ders, or in syrups, tocuretho>e "declines," 
has little or* no virtue. Tho articles con- 
tained iu these " phosphates " must pass 
through nature's laboratory ; must be sub- 
ject to her manipulations, in alembics 
specially prepared by almighty power and 
skill, in order to impart thoir peculiar vir- 
tues to the human fi-umo; in plainer phrase, 
tho shortest, safest, and most infnlliblo 
method of giving strength to the body, 
bone, and brain, thereby arresting disease, 
and building up the constitution, is to eat 
and digest more bread umdo out of tho 
whole grain, whether of wheat, corn, rye 
or oats. But wo must got an appetite tor 
eating more, and n power or digesting 
more. Not by tho urtilicial and luzy meth- 
od of drinking bitters and taking tonics, 
but by moderate, continued, and remuner- 
ative muscular exorcise in the open air ev- 
ery day, rain or shine. And that we may 
eat the more of it, tho bread muat be good 
and cheap, and healthful; and thut which 
combines these three qualities to a greater 
extent than any other known on tho face 
of the globe, as far as wo know, is made 
thus : To three quarts of corn (Indian) 
meal add ono pint of bread sponge; water 
sufficiently to wet the whole; adil ouo half 
pint of flour and a teuspoouful of salt. Lot 
it riie, then kncacl well, unsparingly for 
the second time. Place the dough in the 
oven, and let it bake an hour and a half. 
Keep on trying until you succeed in ma- 
king a light, well-baked loaf

^ Tho application to which we refer was 


elicited by your letter of tho 17th inat., iu 
which you inform Mr. Jacob Thompson 
and ourselves that you woro authorized by 
tho President of tho United States totond- 
or us his safo conduct on tho hypothesis 
that wo were dwly accredited from Rich- 
mond as bearers of propositions looking to 
the restoration of peace, and desired to 
visit Washington in the fulfilment of this 
mission. This assertion, to which we then 
gave and still do entire credence, was ac- 
cepted by us as evidence of an unexpected 
but most gratifying change in tho policy 
of tho President; a change which we felt 
authorized to hopo might terminate in tho 
conclusion of a poaco mutually just, hon- 
orable and advantageous to tho North and 
to tho South, exacting no condition but 
that we should be duly accredited from 
Richmond as bearers of propositions look- 
ing to tho establishment of peace, thus 
proffering a basis for conference as com- 
prehensive as wo could dcaire. It seemed 
to _us that the President opened a door

nished a sufficient pledge that this concilia- 
tory manifestation on tho part of tho Presi- 
dent or tho United States would be met by 
them in a temper of equal magninimity. 
Wo had therelore no hesitation m declar- 
ing that if this correspondence was com- 
municated to tho Preaidcnt of the Confeder- 
ate States, ho would embrace the opportu- 
nity presented for seeking a peaceful so- 
lution of this unhappy strife. 
Wo feel 


confident you will join m our profound re 
"ret that the spirit wich dictated the first 
tftep toward peace should not have contin- 
ued to animate tho councils of your Pres- 
ident. Had tho Representatives of the 
two Goveumenta mot to consider thisq^ues 
tion, the most momentous ever submitted 
to human statesmanship, in a ^temper of 
becoming moderation and equality, follow- 
ed as thoir deliberations have been by the 
prayers and benedictions of every patriot 
and Chistian on tho habitable globe. Who 
is there so bold at to pronounce that the 
frightful waste of individual happiness 
ana public prosperity which is daily sad- 
dening tho universal heart, might not have 
been terminated; or if tho desolation and 
carnngo of war must still bo endured 
through weary years of blood and suffer- 
ing that there might not at least have been 
infused into its conduct something more 
of tho spirit which ^ softons and partially 
redeems its brutalities. 
Instead of tho 


safe conduct which wo solicited, and which 
our first letter gave us every reason to aup 
pose would bo extended, for the purpose of 
instituting negotiations in which neither 
Government •would compromise its rights 
or its dignity, a document has been 
presented which provokes as much'indig- 
nation as surprise. It bears no feature of re- 
semblance to that which was originally 
offered; as unliko any pnpor which ever 
before emanated from tho constitutional 
Executive of a free people. 
Addressed 


to whom it may concern, it precludes ne- 
gotiations and prescribes in advance terms 
and conditions of peace. It returns to tho 
original policy of no bargaining, no nego- 
tiations, no truce with rebels, until every 
man shall havo laid down his arms, sub- 
mitted to tho Government, and sued for 
mercy. What may bo tho explanation of 
this auddon ond entire change in the views 
of tho President; of this rude withdrawal 
of a courteous overture for negotiation at 
tho moment it was likely to bo accepted; 
of this emphatic recall of words of peace 
just uttered, and fresh blasts of war to the 
bitter end, wo leave for the speculation of 
those who havo tho means or ^inclination 
to penetrate the mysteries of bis Cabinet, 
or fathom tho caprice of his imperial will. 
It is enough for us to say that we havo no 
use whatever for the paper which baa been 
placed in our hands. We could not trans- 
mit it to tho President of the Confederate 
State without offering him aa indignity, 


dishonoring 
ourselves, 
and incurring 


the well merited acorn of our countrymen. 
Whilst an ardent desire - for neace per- 
vadea \ the ^ people 
of , the Conftderate 


States, x we : rejoice to believe that 
there are" (few, if any, 
among- them 


who would purchase » »*' the, expense 
of liberty, honor, nnJ aelf-respectj If it 
can be secured oolf by their submission to 
terms of conquest, the generation is yet 
unborn which will witness its' restoration. 
If there be any military autocrat in the 
North who Is entitled to proffer the con- 
ditions of this manifesto, there is none in 
the South authorized to entertain them. 
Those who control our armies are the serv- 
ants of the people, not their masters ; and 
have no more inclination than they have 
right to subvert the social institutions of 
sovereign States, to overthrow their estab- 
lish^ Constitution, and to barter away 
their heritage of self-government. 


This correspondence will not, however, 


we trust, prove wholly barren of good re- 
sulta. If there is any citizen of the Con- 
federate States who has clung to the hopo 
that, peace was possible with this Admin- 
istration of the Federal Government, it will 
strip from their eyes the last film of euch 
delusion ; or if there be auy whose heart 
has grown faint under the suffering and 
agony of this ^bloody struggle, it will in- 
spire them with fresh energy to endure 
and brave whatever may yet bo requisite 
to preserve to themselves and their chil- 
dren. all that gives dignity and value to 
life, or hope and consolation to death ; and 
if thoro are any patriots -or Christians, in 
your land who shrink appalled from illim- 
itable virtue of private misery and. public 
calamity which stretches before them, wo 
pray that in their bosoms a resolution may 
be quickened to reclaim the abused author- 
ity and vindicate the outraged civilization 
of their country. For tho solicitude you 
have manifested to inaugurate a move- 
ment which contemplates results. 'the most 
noble and humane, wo return our sincere 
thanks, and are most respectfully and tru- 
ly your obedient servrnts,

Secretary Fesscndcn, according to tho 


Washington dispatches in the morning pa- 
pers, contemplates making an early appeal 
to the Joyal, people of the country at large, 
for suclrineans 03 he requires to_meet the 
pressing wants of the Xational Treasury. 
it is intimated that he will r.sk for a popu- 
lar loan, equal ln_ amount at lcast»to-tho. 
unliquidated claims on his Department; 
and that the security to bo offered for this 
loan will probably assuruo the form of 7f30 
Treasury Note's, (not legal tender), interest 
payable in currency, and principle redeem- 
able in three years, or convertible, on ma- 
turity, into twenty year G per cent., or for- 
ty year 5 per cent, gold-bearing, bonds, as 
tho Secretary may determine. Under the 
now Loan Acts of Congress he has author- 
ity to issue Treasury notes of the denomi- 
nation referred to, to the amount of $200,- 
000,000, and there can bo no. reasonable 
doubt of hi? ability to place ouch an issue 
in the handsof the people, on terms at least 
as advautugouos to tho Government as any 
implied iu'the most liberal 'of 'tho recent 
propositions from the associated banks. 
That Mr. Fcssenden possesses in an emi- 
nent degree, tho confidence of tho people, 
is frankly acknowledged by tho sagacious 
bank managers themselves. That his cons- 
cientious regard for law, which prevents 
him from doing anything contrary- to the 
spirit or letter of the law, will servo to in- 
crease popular confidence in his statcsmp.n- 
like integrity cannot be questioned.
